The difference between applicant's invention and what is disclosed in NL 
9,301 ,539 Seaway is that the reference does not employ a folded tower as in 
applicant's invention wherein the tower is divided into a number of sections 
including an upper section and a lower section. In Seaway a single mast (2) 
hinged to a support mast (1) is raised to a vertical position by a crane (5).
